Dr,    Lawrence  R.   DeChatelet.   professor  of  biochemistry,   died  June  23.    1  3B2  at  hjs  home.   He  was  41. 

Dr.  DeChatelet  held  B.  S. .  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  Loyola  University  in  Chicago,  He  took  two  years  of  postdoctoral 
training  at  Harvard  Medical  School. 

He  was  internationally  known  for  his  research  on  the  metabolism  and  function  of  white  blood  cells  and  on  aberrations  of  those 
cells  that  lead  to  disease. 

In  1  ays  Dr.  DeChatelet  received  the  Award  for  Teaching  Excellence  and  was  a  two-time  winner  of  the  Basic  Science  Teaching 
Award. 

Dr.   DeChatelet  was  recognized  as  a  ■'teacher's  teacher"  and  was  highly  respected  among  the  faculty  and  administration. 

As  he  led  numerous  classes  through  the  maze  of  biochemistry  he  was  able  to  inject  humor  and  humanity  into  his  lectures.  He 
was  loved  by  all  his  students  and  will  be  fondly  remembered  and  sorely  missed.

He  was  a  graduaCe  of  AvereCt  College,  received  the  B.  A-  from  the  University  of  Virginia,  the  M.  S.  from  Miami  University  and  the 
Ph.D.  ff^om  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  took  postdoctoral  work  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  and  was 
appointed  to  the  Bowman  Gray  faculty  in  1  955. 

He  conducted  some  of  the  earliest  studies  with  bacterial  DNA.  He  had  been  active  in  research  on  the  biochemical  processes 
involved  in  chronic  lung  disease  since  the  mid-1  STO's.  He  was  also  active  in  the  teaching  programs  for  medical  and  graduate 
students-

goods  with  him;  to  look  upon  his  children  as  my  own  brothers,  to  teach  them  this 
art  if  they  so  desire  without  fee  or  written  promise;  to  impart  to  my  sons  and  the 
sons  of  the  master  who  taught  me  and  the  disciples  who  have  enrolled  themselves 
and  have  agreed  to  the  rules  of  the  profession,   but  to  these  alone,  the  precepts 
and  the  instruction.    I  will  prescribe  regimen  for  the  good  of  my  patients  according 
to  my  ability  and  my  judgement  and  never  do  harm  to  anyone.  To  please  no  one 
will  I  prescribe  a  deadly  drug,   nor  give  advice  which  may  cause  his  death.

I  will  not  cut  for  stone,   even  for  patients 
in  whom  the  disease  is  manifest;   I  will  leave  this  operation  to  be  performed  by 
practitioners.   In  every  house  where  I  come  I  will  enter  only  for  the  good  of  my 
patients,   keeping  myself  far  from  all  intentional  ill-doing  and  all  seduction,  and 
especially  from  the  pleasures  of  love  with  women  or  with  men,   be  they  free  or 
slaves.  All  that  may  come  to  my  knowledge  in  the  exercise  of  my  profession  or 
outside  of  my  profession  or  in  daily  commerce  with  men,  which  ought  not  to  be 
spread  abroad,   I  will  keep  secret  and  will  never  reveal.   If  I  keep  this  oath  faithfully, 
may  I  enjoy  life  and  practice  my  art,   respected  by  all  men  and  in  all  times;   but  if  I 
swerve  from  it  or  violate  it,   may  the  reverse  be  my  lot. "
